Raymer, who as vice - president wil! 
be chair of the ASI Finance Com- 
mittee. He said that a valuable 
program may be useo by a large 
number of stugents, like intramurals, 
or greatly benefit some students, as 
does the Child Care Center 

Raymer, currently the senator 
from the School of Engineering, 
voiced a concern over getting more 
student input into government. “All of 
the senators should heip with the dis- 
tribution of the student poli,” he said, 
referring to a questionnaire by which 
students may let the Senate know 
which programs they want funded 
“I'd like to see the senators represen- 
ting the students instead of 
themselves.” 

Raymer said he is bothered by 
what he sees as a belief by some 
senators that students are incapable 
of governing themselves. “When we 
(the Senate) were trying to pass the 
appointment referendum, (some 
senators) kept saying, ‘The students 
don't know enough to decide on it.’ 
It's as though they were saying, ‘Why 
should we iet the students screw 
things up?’ That's reaily scary.” 

Another concern Raymer men- 
tioned was Senate representation for 
special programs’ majors, currently 
unrepresented. Special programs in- 
clude environmental studies, ethnic 
studies and international affairs. “If 
you put them under Arts and 
Sciences, they'll just be engulfed ina 
big gob.” he said. 

When asked if there is a particular 
issue which he intends to keep wor- 
king on, Raymer stated, “| want to see 
that the dorm residents are resnected

Unique computer on campus 


Speech synthesizer 
adds sound to center

“Hello there. This is Votrax,” greets a slow 
monotone voice. You quickly look around for any signs of 
Captain Kirk, Or. Spock, or Luke Skywalker, but none of 
the familiar space characters appear 

Votrax is a part of the future, not in some remote time, 
but right here at CSUS. Votrax is the name of the speech 
synthesizer in the Computer Science Center. The 
synthesizer is attached to a computer that looks like a 
typewriter. The message is typed onto a computer sheet 
“nd out comes a siow drawl, | would like to order a small 
pizza.” 

Professor Joe! Gylienskog, the person who works most 
closely with Votrax, explained that the typed message 
must be entered phonetically. The computer has certain 
words and sounds it recognizes, so that your message 
must be typed according to the sounds it is familiar with 
Alliong vowels are designated by capital letters, and short 
vowels by small letters. For example, to aciieve the most 
correct sound, the sentence should be-entered as | 
WOULD LIKE TO ORDER A SMAWLL PETSa WITH 
PePerONEE, BLaCK AWlives AND MUSHROOMS 

Votrax is asporting machine. He enjoys agood game of 
Qubic. Qubic is played ona three - dimensional board and 
it's strategy closely resembles tic - tac - toe. From ex- 
perience | can teli you that Votrax is no slouch at this 
game. But he has a slight advantage. It only takes him one 
- tenth of a second to figure the best move. 

The computer has various practical aspects. it canbea 
big heip to those with speech problems. A person can 
program the computer to order tickets for the ballgame, 
pizza, or handle any routine or forseeable calls. 

Votrax is used in the Machine Organization, Artificial 
intelligence and Operating Systems Design classes. 
Gyllenskog said that at first students are a little amazed by 
Votrax, but soon get over it. He continued that most 
peopie are pretty good at guessing Votrax’s message. !t ig:

documents mentioned below must be in our hands by April 1, 1978. The most 
important forms are the FAF (Financial Aid Form) and the CSS (College 
Scholarship Service) This means that you must start work on your forms tn 
January However. since we haven't released this HAFFASS (How To Apply 
For Financial Aid From CSUS) form until March 31, and since we have done an 
excellent job of concealing this deadline from the CSUS student body, most of 
yOu reading this are already hopelessly behind schedule. This means that you 
should have started two months ago on these forms, doesn't it? Perhaps next 
vear you || be more careful, eh? 

Although you have. by now. virtually no chance of receiving any financial 
aid ‘f you are still determined to give it a try. proceed with the following steps

I've lost 
some of my fears about rape,” said 
Cynthia Kan, CSUS junior at the con- 
clusion of the five - part Women's 
Awareness Program, Monday night 

Dispelling the myths and fears of 
rape was the prime aim of the presen- 
tation Sponsored by the CSUS 
Crime Prevention Unit, the program 
presented a comprehensive look into 
the subject of rape. Under the super- 
vision of Detective Earl E. Jones and 
Officer Debra Morrow, each session 
of the program focused on a different 
aspect of the crime of rape and the 
events that follow 

Sessions were devoted to prefen- 
tion, self - defense tactics, the police 
investigation the physical ex- 
amination and finally the trial The 
special California program for victims 
of violent crimes was also discussed 

Movies, speakers and open dis- 
cussion highlighted each evening's 
program. Morrow and Jones invited 
speakers with expertise in the various 
fields to lecture and respond to ques- 
tions 


She also added, “Rape is a crisis 
that brings out every other kind of 
problem.” 

She said once the victim starts to 
forget the incident, the victim must 
appear for the court trial. This makes 
forgetting the rape difficuit for the vic- 
tim 

At the last session Deputy District 
Attorneys Kathy Caniis and Ken 
Peterson of the Sacramento County 
District Attorney's Office spoke about 
the court trial 

Rebecca L Jones, staff analyst of 
the State Board of Control, was also 
on hand to explain how victims of 
violent crimes could receive state aid 

Jones said the victim could receive 
a financia! award of up to $23,000 
However, the paper work and review 
of the request can take eight months 
to a year before the victim receives 
any payment 

Peterson expanded on the han- 
dling of rape cases in the courts 
through - out history He explained 
there are four means of defense 
presently used against the rape 





Dispelling rape myths

Detective Carol Daly of the Sac- 
ramento County Sheriff's Department 
discussed the police investigation, at 
the April 10 session Since Daly is 
well - known for her investigation of 
the East Area rapist, many questions 
were directed to that specific case 
When asked how close she felt the 
Sherriffs Department was to ap- 
prehending the East Area rapist she 
said, ‘| can tell you about 5.000 men in 
Sacramento County who are not the 
East Area rapist 


Daly also brought insight into the 
emotional impact of rape She said of 
the 32 rapes by the East Area rapist (at 
the time she spoke there were only 32 
rapes) one marriage ended in 
separation. two or three other mar- 
rages had extremely difficult ad- 
justments and all boyfriend/girlfrieand 
relationships except one were 
severed 

A closer focus on the emotional 
trauma of rape was presented in the 
April 12 session Guest speakers 
Paula Madeheim, RN. Sacramento 
Medical Center, Pat Fuller, RN. Sac- 
ramento Medical Center and Kate 
Guzman of the Rape Crisis Center 
discussed the impact of rape on the 
victim and those around her 

Fuller explained that ali victims 
reacted differenily to the situation 
but, “The more the girl knows about 
what is happening to her 
psychologically. the better able she's 
to handle the situation ” 

Guzman outlined the function of 
the Rape Crisis Center. The center 
has a 24-hour rape crisis line 
provides referrals for emergency 
housing and child care, provides 
transportation and counseling and 
has an on - going Victim's Support 
Group. Guzman said, ‘The function 
of the Rape Crisis Center is to do ali 
the things that other people can'tdo.” 


charges 1. The victim identified the 
wrong person 2 The victim 
consented to the act 3 The accused 
rapist was with the victim but there 
was no intercourse 4 The victim is 
the accused rapist’s wife and there 
can be no rape 

Peterson remarked that he has 
never heard the fourth defense used 
since such cases are weeded out 
before they come to trial 

Peterson said only 35 percent of 
rapists ever get caught. Of that 35 
percent that do make it to trial, only 60 
percent are convicted And once the 
rapist is found guilty he is sentenced 
to three, four, or five years in prison 
with the possibility of a one - third 
reduction in sentence for good 
behavior Additional years are added 
to the sentencing for varying cir- 
cumstances such as kidnapping and 
the use of a weapon 

The program was attended by ap- 
proximately 20 peopie a night. Most 
af the women at the presentations 
were from Foley Hall dorms due to 
the insistence of their head resident 
“Topp” Smith. Though Jones and 
Morrow were discouraged at the 
small attendance, they felt that those 
who did attend, benefited.

The far - signted dragon (Ed Viau) and the near sighted knight (Wade Weich) 
plot over a feminist princess (Cynthia Nielsen) as a jailed King looks on. 





Nielsen) and try to rescue the king, 
jailed by a jealous duchess seeking 
the throne 


The dragon cleverly utilizes his fire 
- breathing capabilities and melts the 
cell bars, freeing the king. The king's 
reward to the dragon and the knight 
for his release is allowing the dragon 
to live in the castle gardens and let- 
ting the knight marry the princess 


The farce of the play comes at the 
end when the princess admits she will 
not marry — she wants to be a civil 
engineer and won't combine a career 
and marriage. The knight humorously 
replies, “That's not the way it’s sup- 
posed to go, Princess,” referring to 
the traditional fairytale ending of mar- 
riage and living happily ever after. 


it is inventive to piace a modern 
feminist into the characterization of 
the princess but the over - all effect is 
artificial. The production is aimed at 
children's level, and the full - house 
crowd of school - age children was 
very excited and receptive to the play 


The moral of the story — it's always 
better to see things from someone 
else's viewpoint — was missed by 
children under 7 years oid. The play 
was too long for the audience and 
could easily have been condensed. 


The highlight of the play is 
afterwards, when the cast comes into 
the audience and signs autographs. 
To see all the excited expressions is 
enough to convince you the play is a 
success.

California schools may leave Student Lobby

| Although the march appeared radical to many of the 

nsplanted student !eaders, it is a commonplace oc- 

rence at the Capitol Delegates to the conference 
tnessed an anti - Panama Canal Treaty demonstration 
the steps of the Capitol two days later 

April 19 was the day of the Panama Canal Treaty vote 
and many student leaders witnessed the demonstration 
and the Senate debate going on inside 

The NSL/NSA leadership also sent student leaders to 
appointments with the congressmen and senators from 
their districts and states. Neither Sen. Cranston nor Sen 
Hayakawa were available for appointments because of the 
Panama Canal Treaty debates. However. the California 
delegation met with administrative assistants for both 
Senators 

‘| couldn't believe the difference between the staff of 
Hayakawa and that of Cranston. Cranston’s staff was hip 
to ail the student issues and Hayakawa’'s was trying to ex- 
plain why he authored a bill to cut off food stamps for 
Students,’ deciared a student leader from Souther Califor- 
nia 


As the Carter administration heard of all the students 
crawling around Capito! Hill, a 10 - minute appointment 
was hastily arranged between the president and the 
leadership of the NSA/NSL._ Joe Sweeny, chairman of the 
NSL Board of Directors reported, “We got a promise from 
Carter to veto the tuition tax credits if it reaches his desk 
He also pledged to continue support for expanded arants 
and aids to students instead of tax credits.” 

The fact that Carter took 10 minutes out of his day to 
meet with students, especially on the day of ‘1e Panama 
Cana! Treaty vote, speaks of the lobbying potential of a 
national student group 

Visiting congressmen's offices was 3 iearning ex- 
perience for the delegates “It wasone big public relations 
campaign,” deciared one student leader, “| could nto 


believe how good they were at taking care of 
constituents 
San Jose's Steve Wright reported that some 


congressmen were giving student leaders free tunches 
The bil! was picked up by the tax payers. 

Back at the NSL/NSA convention, leaders were 
struggling to bring together several factions, all of which 
Nad special interests to protect. The Third World 
Coalition, for example, was lobbying the NSL delegates to 
accept a quota system for minorities and women. The 
yroposal deciared that if a schoo! sent more than four 
jelegates not elected by the student body then one half 
ne delegation had to be minorities and women. While the 
2alifornia schools were not in violation of these rules. the 








These issues have split the NSL and NSA ever since the 
creation of the NSL in 1969. The California schools were 
responsible for the creation of the rival group They felt the 
scandie - ridden NSA was ineffective and too liberal The 
relevations that the CIA had bribed twelve consecutive 
NSA presidents assured the split 

The merger was, therefore. a difficult task Delegates 
would have to be convinced that their special interests 
would be protected in a new Organization, and old pre- 
judices had to be removed: The leadership of the NSL and 
NSA figured out a way to circumvent the desires of their 
membership 


First, the two organizations utilized the same office and 
broadcast the notion that in reality there were not really 
two separate groups This was aided by propaganda from 
the headquarters utilizing a symbol of holding hands and 
the title “NSL/NSA Coalition" Such Inspiring slogans as 
“Join the Force” were developed to aid recruitment 

Then, without the consent of the membership, the 
respective boards of the NSA and NS: devised a way to 
merge the membership When delegates arrived in 
Washington for the joint conference they were allowed to 
join the rival group free. Thus all motions on the floor of 
either the NSL or NSA meeting were voted upon by the 
identical delegation 


‘As far as I'm concerned, the NSL board soid us down 
the river. They allowed people who had shown no financial 
commitment to this organization to vote on our business." 
complained Craig Jones, lobbyist for the CSUC students 

The conference had its moments of humor. Two 
delegates from California, bored and disgusted with the 
convention, decided to start their own corporation on the 
spot. Selling $2 stocks in a liquor buying scheme, the 
Californians raised a significant amount of money. A bar 
SOON appeared in the back of the convention hall. The last 
few hours of the convention were thus made more 
bearable 


Information was also exhcanged by student leaders 
One discovery was that Stanislaus State College 
President Watler Olson was not the only administrator in 
the past year to use disciplinary action as a po! tical tool 
against rebellious student leaders 

The convention was thus representative of the best and 
worst of the student movement. The actions and mishaps 
of this event will greatly influence the future of American 
student government on the national levei 

If the leaders are not worried about the rebellion by the 
California schools, they well should be. The Democratic 
convention of $972 contained some of the same delegate 
rules and alienated the old guard in much the same way 4s 
this convention. Only the future will show whether this 
merger is More successful than that of the Democrats that 
fateful year

stently around the one percent 
argin 

Or. Phillips’ system is based on the 
ct that many crops seem to respond 

predictable ways to aspects of 


recipitation, temperature, solar 
\diation, humidity, and soil 
mperature. The key, Dr. Philips 


iid, is to carefully isolate the im- 
Drtant variables for each crop and 
vow how they affect plant activity 

An accurate forecast depends ona 
reamlined data base, “one that is 
an, easily assessed, and useful in 
rediction,” according to Dr. Phillips. 
Jo not overload equations,” the 
‘ofessor cautioned. “Keep them as 
mple as possible, and do not be dis- 
acted by trivia. It is important to 
2@p up with the plants on a day - to- 
wy basis. High technology cannot 
rercome faulty inputs. Perhaps the 
ajor problem with using en- 
ronmental variables in crop forecas- 
ng has been the overbroad and 
areless application,” Dr. Phillips ex- 
lained. 





behavior are often incorrect,” he con- 
tinued. “As an example, it has long 
been assumed that wetter summers in 
the American middle west are res- 
ponsible for higher wheat yields. In 
fact, it appears that higher yields are 
more often due to cool weather as- 
sociated with heavier precipitation.” 


Dr. Phillips’ interest in accurate 
crop forecasting began in 1967 while 
living in Africa's Zambia. At that tirne, 
insufficient rains fell in the area, caus- 
Ing 4 serious reduction in the produc- 
tion of maize, Zambia's major staple 
food 

“An accurate forecast of Zambian 
maize production would not have 
made more maize available,” Dr 
Phillips acknowledged. But a good 
forecast could have helped in other 
ways: farmers could have been urged 
to plant other, more drought - tolerant 
or shorter - season crops to make 
more food available, and an early 


been initiated. “An early, accurate 
forecast could have saved quite a bit 
of money, aggravation, and political 
erosion,” Dr. Phillips maintained 

Forecasts are just as uc: ul when 
surpluses of staple or export foods 
occur. Government price supports 
can be lowered, if appropriate, a 
search for additional export markets 
can begin, or other foods can be 
substituted. “Those countries ear- 
ning significant amounts from expor- 
ting a commadity could have an early 
indication of government revenues 
and employment or unemployment 
conditions,” Dr. Phillips said 

Dr. Phillips recently returned from 
presenting a report on crop forecas- 
ting toa Washington, DC. Population 
and Food Policy Conference, and has 
been invited to address the As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Agricultural Sciences in Africa and 
Third Genera! Conference in Nigeria 
in April

titude to the post of president, and to 
the whole of ASI.

Young said he has almost 200 ap- 
pointments to make to various com- 
mittees. “We filled jess than 30 
Positions this year," he added. Young, 
who would like to see as many people 
involved as possible, went on to Say 
that @ person who wants to get in- 
volved doesn't need any experience, 
just interest in heiping the school. 

Senate chair elect Kevin Stevens 
said he intends to trim the fat from the 
budget. He said he would like to see 
ASI funding to the Child Care Center 
decline, and the gap filled with state 
and federal funding. He added that 
CSUS' drama department, “one of the 
best in the nation,” has been under- 
funded. 


Both Stevens and Young want to 
see more money go to the State 
Hornet. Young said that CSUS, as the 
45th largest university in the nation, 
should have a larger paper than 10 
pages twice a week.

with an Israeli rescue of the 
passengers 


Presser said the passengers were 
separated “by Jew and non - Jew it 
didn't matter if they were Israeli or 
English or French or whatever, only if 
the passenger was Jewish or not 

“If the PLO was really interested in 
a peaceful solution, there never 
would have been a civil war in 
Lebanon.” Presser said 

The PLO is a terrorist 
organization, and they have been a 
major hindrance to peace,” Redel 
said. “They attack buses, schools 
with children and Olympic athletes.” 

Presser and Rede! both disagreed 
with the PLO's position that Jewish 
oppression exists only in Europe, and 
Jews and Moslems have always lived 
in harmony in the Middle - East 

“Life for Jews (in Arab nations) has 
been intolerable,” Presser said 
“Among other atrocities, Jews have 
been forced to pay special taxes 
because they're not Moslem 

“Jews have had their valuables and 
possessions confiscated by the 
Arabs,” Presser said. He added that 
Arab leaders assisted Nazis during 
WWII to send Jews to concentration 
camps 

“Grand Mufti Heusseii (one - time 
Palestinian leader) spent World War I! 
in Berlin doing propaganda speeches 
to encourage hate against Jews,” 
Presser said 

He added Heusseii and the 
Nazis hoped German troops in Africa 
could take the area later becoming Is- 
rael, and thus exterminate another 
large Jewish population 

Presser also mentioned a mas- 
sacre in 1929 of 40 Jews at Hebron as 
an indication of hatred of Jews in 
Palestine during the period 

“Israel's recent attack into 
Lebanon was long overdue because 
of the abuse by the PLO,” Presser 
said. “Suppose Mexico was shooting 
rockets into American villages just 
across the border.” 

On the topic of Israel's right to ex- 
ist, Presser said that most of the states 
in the area were formed after World 
War | following the breakup of the 
Turkish - Ottoman empire 

He added “To question Israel's 
right to exist is to question everyone 
else's right to exist.” 

Presser also remarked that Arab 
immigration during the early part of 
the century was accelerated with the 
establishment of Jewish settlements 


“it is a documented fact, not by is- 
raeli statistics but by a Turkish cen- 
sus, that Mosiems began flocking to 
the area because of the economic op- 
portunities provided by the Zionists. 

“Palestinians have always been 
regarded to be better educated than 
other Arabs and this is because of the 
schools built by the Zionists.” 

When asked about refugees 
around Israe!, both denied Israel was 
at fault. 

“Since World War Il, there have 
been many refugees,” Presser said. 
“When Russia attacked Finland 
(1939) there were Finnish refugees. 
When India attacked Pakistan (1971) 
thera ware Pakistani refugees. 

“in the last 30 years, israel has 
never started a war. Yet there is 
always war and refugees. The 
refugees are Jewish as well as 
Mosiem. 


Presser added that after each war 
Jews were resettied in israel. but Arab 
governments forced the Palestinians 
to live in camps 

On Israeli foreign policy, the pair 
denied the Jewish state is an 
imperialist nation that it is 
collaborating with South Africa to 
colonialize the African continent 

Rede! pointed out that Israel! has 
made huge educational and cultural 
contributions to African nations that 
have in turn, helped bu'!d the Third 
World countries

She also claimed that Israel is 
often at odds with the United States

Controversial fraternity 
‘rush’ guidelines set 


By a 3-1 vote, the Inter - Fraternity 
Council approved a controversial set 
of guidelines for “rush,” a two - week 
period at the beginning of each 
semester during which fraternities 
accept new members But members 
of TKE, the campus’ largest frater- 
nity, indicated the new rules are 
unacceptable for their fraternity and 
they will not be able to abide by them 

Charles Grimshaw Ill, TKE 
representative to the IFC, said TKE 
supports several of the new 
guidelines, but the package as a 
whole was unacceptable. Grimshaw 
mentioned the ali - Greek rush table 
as one of TKE’s major objections to 
the guidelines 


In accordance with the new 
guidelines all fraternities would be 
united at one rush table In addition 
fraternities would not be allowed to 
encourage prospective pledges to 
join their particular fraternity, but 
merely convince them to join any of 
the four on - campus fraternities 


Grimshaw said the unified rush 
table would decrease the visibility of 
the fraternities 


Another area TKE differs in from 
the other fraternities is a provision 
stipulating that fraternities could not 


officially accept new members until 
the second week of rush in order to 
give prospective new members a 
chance to look at other fraternities 
first 

One of the major reasons behind 
the TKE refusal to accept the new 
guidelines is its success witn its own 
rush system In the past tnree 
semesters, the fraternity averaged 20 
or more new members per semester 
more than the other fraternities com- 
bined 

Chairman of the IFC. Walt Con- 
diey, said TKE should accept the 
decision. “It is in the spirit of IFC that 
when the vote is 3-1, the one must as- 
sume it is the wishes of everyone 
else”

Gunther Rinderspacher speaks 
proudly and optimistically about his 
profession.
